The proper selection of shrubbery adds wonderfully to the artistic 
appearance of any home, and in these illustrations we have endeavored 
to show how the placing of flowers, shrubbery, well located trees, a vine 
on a trellis — little touches that the home owner can do himself to make 
a charming spot, though the house itself be small, even plain. 

In the preparation of this book, great care has been exercised in 
selecting these types of homes that are in great demand and that can be 
constructed simply and economically by any competent carpenter or 
contractor. The interiors have been carefully and thoughtfully planned 
and excellent results have been accomplished in the number and si2je of 
rooms provided, considering the outside dimensions. 



Alternative Floor Plans 

To further assist you in the selection of a plan best suited to your 
requirements, both as to size and room arrangement, we have in most 
instances shown two or more floor plans for each house design illustrated. 
After selecting a suitable design, as to the exterior appearance, you should 
then decide definitely on the number of rooms required. To determine 
proper size of the various rooms, it would be advisable to measure the 
rooms in your present home and then compare with measurements 
shown on plan. If you desire to increase the size of a certain room by 
diminishing the size of another, it is a very simple matter for the carpenter 
or contractor to change location of partition walls. This same sugges- 
tion applies to location of windows and doors. 

In planning the interiors, we have endeavored to make the arrange- 
ment of rooms thoroughly practical and convenient from every stand- 
point and to utilise every inch of floor space. The homes are all planned 
in a most economical way so as to eliminate the use of any material not 
absolutely required and for this reason it is advisable to conform to the 
outside dimensions of plans shown.

The center hall connects all rooms, including 
garage, and has stairway to second floor where three additional bedrooms, playroom, 
sewing room and bathroom are provided. The kitchen has a cabinet with two-tray sink 
in center, chimney for range, breakfast nook, refrigerator space and door to rear entry 
leading to basement and outdoors.

The design of this attractive bungalow borrows from the California type which is so 
popular in every section. A twelve-inch water table extends around entire house with 
alternating wide and narrow width siding above. The interior plan arrangements are very 
practical and compact with small center hall connecting all rooms. The door-bed completely 
concealed in closet adjoining living room is a very convenient feature, not only in providing 
accommodations of an extra room but in eliminating the expense of bedroom furnishings.
